Mnokey is tho 
financial head, Flood aud 0'13rieu attend to 
the interests of the firm m California, and 
Col. Fair in working superintendent of the 
uiiues hi* Virginia City. The latter embrace 
iha famous Consolidated Virginia, the richest 
iniufc ever discovered in Nevada, now lurh- 
lug out n million and R half n month; tho 
California, adjoining it, with even a larger 
body of ore; the Hnle aud Norcrosa, Best 
aud Boloher, Gould aud Curry, Sierra,Nova- 
da, Mexican and finally tho fatuous Savage, 
•which in years goao by has turned out its 
millions. 
Besides,they own n score of small 


mined, any one of which mny at .any time 
turn up a bonanza.

Tho other mines that the lirui 
control pay no dividends, but they yield a 
largo roveiifco to tho firm in wnys more di- 
rect. For instance, the firm own all the

and for timbering, and they sell it 16 tho 
companies at an immense profit.
